Indemnity for the Loss a Registered Letur. 

The Poat Office is not legally responsible 
for the,sate -delivery of Registered corres- 
pondence, but it is prepared to’make good 
the contents of such correspondence loat 
while passing through the Post, to the 
extent of $10, in cortain cases, provided :— 


1, That the eonder duly observed all the 
conditions of Registration require. . 


9. That the letter was securely encloned 
in a reasonably strong envelope, 

3. That application was made to the 
Posttnaster. General of Hongkong im- 
mediately the loss was discovered, the 
envelope being invariably forwarded with 
auch application unless it lao is lost, 


& Thut the Postmaster General ‘is satis-- 
fied that the loss occurred whilst.the corres- 
pondence waa in the custody of the British 
Postal administration in China, thatit was 
not caused by any fault on the part of the 
sender, by destruction by firo, or shipwreck, 
nor by the disho esty or negligence of any 
person not in the employment of the 
Dongkong Post Office.

1.—Monoy Orders: are exchanged with 
the United Kingdom, New South Wales, 
Queensland, South Australia and Po 
Darwin,’ the Straits Settlements, Western 
Australia, and (excopt at Shanghai)’ with 
the Japanese “Empire, Bongkong also 
issues orders on Shanghal, and vice versa. 

2.—Small sums may be remitted between 
tho ofher Ports by means of Postage 
Stamps, subject’ to a charge of one per 
cont. for cashing them, 

3,—Many; Money Orders are supplied to 
residents at the smaller Ports in this way. 
An applicdtion for.an order* is filled up, 
and is enclosed with s- stamped, directed, 
and unsealed enyelope to the Postmaster at 
the nearest issuing offices. «The spolication 
must be accompanied with the full amount 
(including commission) in cheque, postage 
stamps, or. other equivalent of cash, and 
little margin should be: left for variations 
of exchange.
